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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,3-10 and 12-20 are pending and liave been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 1 01 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditbns and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1, 3-10 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Independent claims 1 and 8 recite a debug support system, but do not limit all of 
the claimed elements from being implemented in software alone. In other words the 
claims read in light of the specification do not require the system to be implemented in 
hardware. Therefore, the claims are not tangible. 

Independent claims 17 and 18 recite a method, but do not limit all of the steps 
from simply being performed by a person as a mental step or using pencil and paper. 
The language of the claim raises a question as to whether the claim is directed merely 
to an abstract idea that is not tied to a technological art, environment or machine which 
would result in a practical application producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to 
form the basis of statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . 

Independent claims 19 and 20 recite a computer program product, but do not 
limit all of the claimed elements from being implemented in software alone. In other 
words the claims read in light of the specification do not require the system to be 
implemented in hardware in a tangible medium. Therefore, the claims are not tangible.
